The flag represents the dignity and 
honor of the nation that displays it. 
Any 
indignity offered to this emblem is most 
properly construed to be insulting to the 
nation; in the nature of a contemptuous 
slap in the face or a tweaking of the 
beard. 
In this Republic any ignominious 
treatment of the Stars and Stripes is an 
-act of indignity to every citizen, since 
every eitiz.en isa part of th e (iovermnent. 
•The municipal officials in Salt Lake Uitv 
and the heads of the Mormon Church, on 
Saturday offered a deliberate, coolly pre­ 
meditated and gross insult to the nation, 
and to every loyal citizen in it, by placing 
the Stars and Stripes at half-mast over the 
public buildings and church offices. 
The 
immunity the Mormons enjoyed from pun­ 
ishment for their act, was due wholly to 
tlie numerical inferiority of the non-Mor­ 
mon and loyal population. 
If the Mor­ 
mon magnates think they have by this act 
impressed the people with a sense of the 
injury they claim to have suffered at the 
hands of the Federal Government, they 
labor under a most grievous error, and are 
likely to bitterly rue the day that gave 
light to their pitiful folly.

The celebration of Independence Day in 
this city on Saturday last was a grand suc­ 
cess. and the very large number of people 
from the adjoining towns and country 
seemed to fully enjoy the various portions 
of the day’s programme. 
For years it has been the custom here, 
one peculiar to Sacramento, to -dress the 
streets in green boughs on the Fourth of 
July. This custom was fully observed on 
Saturday, and tlie effect was most pleasing. 
All buildings on business streets were deco­ 
rated more or less with national colors. 
Some of the houses were especially very 
handsomely trimmed. 
The decorations 
throughout the city generally, more es­ 
pecially along the line of march, were neat 
and plentiful, and on some private resi­ 
dences were notably pleasing. 
It is esti­ 
mated that fully 2,000 buildings were deco­ 
rated to a greater or less degree, while “ Old

Salutes were fired at daybreak, noon and 
sunset by a detachment of Company B. un­ 
der the command of Major Carroll.

ment of the day, and determined to be 
pleased at all events.

to find the balloon but about half distended. 
Professor Martin claimed that the gas sup­ 
ply had been insufficient, but the gas com­ 
pany asserted positively that they had fur­ 
nished 52.000 feet. 
However it was. the 
ascension had to he abandoned, to the great 
regret of all. Tlie company had agreed to 
pay Professor Martin $-500 for a successful 
ascension, and the gas company $100 for 
the gas. Under the circumstances, as the 
professor is nota man of means, the com­ 
pany paid him $100 for liis expenses, paid 
for the gas. and divided tlie remaining $200 
of the amount set apart for the ascension 
between the Protestant Orphan Asylum 
and 
the 
Howards. 
Very 
many 
of 
those assembled had come especially to see 
the balloon rise; it was a beautiful day for 
such a purpose, and the failure was very 
unfortunate—except for the two charities 
named. 
Company E is to be congratu­ 
lated, however, upon the general success 
of the programme. They expended ap­ 
proximately $1,000, and their receipts were 
$1,178. Their programme served admira­ 
bly to increase the features of the day’s cel­ 
ebration, and brought to the city a great 
number of visitors. The company dis­ 
tributed 5,000 free passes to school children 
of the city and county, sending as far as 
possible to the children of every family in 
the county they could reach. Of course 
the attendance of the children in most in­ 
stances meant the presence of their parents.

Although 2 o’clock was the hour set tor 
the commencement of the amusements at 
Agricultural Park, in accordance with the 
programme of Company E, a large number 
of men. women and children commenced 
moving in that direction before 1 o'clock, 
to secure good seats, anil when the hour of 
2 arrived there were eight or ten thousand 
people present, occupying the grand stand, 
quarter-stretch and baseball grounds.

Some other parties did 
a good’ amount of wrangling, not at all 
edifying or pleasing to tlie spectators, and 
the matter, after about ten or fifteen min­ 
utes, was settled by Mr. Cummins taking 
position in center field.

The man 
subsequently broke out again, on Franks 
telling the driver to go on, saying " that 
Judge H enry and John ¡j. Brown had bet­ 
ter appoint a few m ore policem en to do 
ear sw itching,” etc.

F ovrtu of J uly in Sacramento in 1 s49. 
—The Placet; Times, the first paper pub­

‘‘T he anniversary o f our 
country's independence was duly observed 
by the citizens of Sacramento city.

in the edge of the beautiful grove o f oaks 
skirting the plain and in the rear o f the 
citjvto listen to an address from Rev. Dr. 
Deal, recently from Baltimore. 
T he exer­ 
cises were opened with prayer by the Rev. 
8. C. Dam on, from the Sandwich Islands: 
next follow ed the reading of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence by Mr. McClellan, of 
this city. 
T he address of Dr. Deal was 
high ly appropriate, and delivered with elo ­ 
quence. 
As the audience was expecting 
the exercises t» conclude with remarks by 
the H on. Mr. (iw ii . the s;>c.i':er verv judi­ 
ciously m ade his address quite 1» i f. 
The 
remarks o f Mr. (>. (t'nrmerly F. S. Senator 
from M ississippi) we're d«signed to urge 
upon the citizens o f California the im port­ 
ance of im m ediately organizing a State gov­ 
ernm ent. 
T he day passed oil' with order 
and quietness. 
A s succeeding years roll 
away m ay a goodly number of patriotic 
Am erican citizens be lonnd in this growing 
city w ho w ill duly honor and becom ingly 
celebrate the anniversary of our country’s 
independence.”

T a ll C entury P la n t.—At the residence 
o f J. P. Gilbert, near the Sacramento Coun­ 
ty H ospital, is a century plant—n o to n e 
hundred years old. but twenty-five years— 
which has roc< ntly -cut up its stem for 
hiossiiin, and marking the early term ina­ 
tion of the plant's life. 
T he stem is 44 feet 
in bight and a foot in diam eter at the base, 
’fills is said to be probably the largest and 
tallest stem that has ever been seen in this 
vicinity, sent up by one of these peculiar 
plants. 
It has been hut a short tim e since 
the prepaiation for blossom first appeared, 
and a growth in 21 days o f nine b e t and 
nine inches was observed by actual ineasur- 
nirnt. 
The century plant (Agave Ameri­ 
can'/ 
is a species o f aloe, and so named 
from its formci iy being supposed to live 
one hundred years before blossom ing; that 
it then died, and rem ained in dormant 
germ another 
hundred years, and then 
grew again. 
This last idea is. of course, tt 
mere fancy, ami the first is incorrect, as 
the plant matures by sending forth its 
stem , and blossom s in from ten to seventy 
years, according to clim ate. 
In the tropics 
it w ill often blossom and die in ten or 
eleven years. 
T he bight given by botanists 
to w hich these stem s grow is forty feet, but 
the one at Mr. Odbert s has reached four 
feet higher.

The second on the list of orators was John 
Henry, lie said he felt that the time had 
come for all Socialists and others who 
hated law and order to rise up and bum 
and kill. “ How many of you have guns 
and pistols?" he demanded, fiercely. “ I 
have,” " and I,” were the answers from all 
parts of the crowd. ” Then get them 
ready," he said, with an effort, toward 
deadly significance. " In a few days, per­ 
haps ’ tomorrow, we may want to use 
them.” The speaker pointed out, amid 
great applause, how himself and his hearers 
could march down the boulevards and 
highways of the purse-proud and aristo­ 
cratic, and sweep them front the face of the 
earth. Heooneluded by naming prominent 
citizens and capitalists as enemies of man­ 
kind, and, with other speakers of the 
occasion, condemned the strikers 011 ac­ 
count of their leniency with their oppo-wrs. 
A W ater-spoat Story from Texas. 
S.».n Antonio iTix .i, July 5tli.—Tins 
morning, near Weldon 150 miles west oí 
here, a freight train was struck by a water­ 
spout. The engineer saw the spout 
approaching, bounding along 
like a 
rubber ball, tearing up the earth and up­ 
rooting all vegetation in its way, and he 
reversed I its engine to avoid the water- 
spoilt, whose course was tortuous, with 
column inclined and a rotary motion. Just 
before the spout reached the line of road 
it changed its course, and spun along par­ 
allel to the track with.awful velocity.

BLOOD VENGEANCE. 
Law anil Custom Concerning the Hlood- 
I'euils of Persia. 
Iii the center of the tow n of T eheran— 
the seat of governm ent of Nnssir-Deen. the 
K ing of Kings, the A sylum of the Universe 
—is a large square: it is called the Square of 
the G un. The huge piece of ordnance that 
gives its nam e to the place is very like one 
of the cannon which stand behind the 
horse guards. 
Clustered round it are a 
group of weary-looking m en. They are 
m urderers; safe for the tim e being from 
the law ¡generally) even from the avenger 
oí blood; the place is bast ir sanctuaiy. 
F nder the shadow or w ithin touch of this 
gun, the m urderer, even the traitor, is safe. 
J.et him once leave this refuge, if only lor 
a few yards, and the crim inal will fall into 
the hands of the law or the clutch of the 
avenger of blood. For in I ’ersia the m ur­ 
derer lias not so m uch to fear the law of 
his country as the vengeance, legal or 
otherw ise, of his victim ’s relatives. Blood 
has a price, and the price m ust be paid, or 
the crim inal must lie prepared to shed his 
own. T he price is not arbitrary; it is fixed 
at so m uch for a freed man. another price 
for a wom an, another for a slave. 
N om inally, and according to the relig­ 
ious law, even the hairs of a m an’s heard 
have a price tin canids) if extracted by 
violence. 
A nd w ithin the last tw enty 
years we have know n a case of a M ussul­ 
m an who sent in a regular account in this 
form to a European. 
To fifteen hairs from the head of Rejel». 
It- equivalent being fifteen eamelsat 7s kerans: 
—l.Hju korun- (12 pounds .sterling). 
Please pay bearer. 
(Seal 01 high priest). 
This docum ent was quite in legal form : 
hut, as the aggrieved Uojeb was unable to 
produce any hairs, a trifling present satis- 
lied him . 
So m uch for a tooth ; so m uch 
for an eye: so m uch for each drop of 
blood; finally, so m uch for a life. And if 
the guilty person cannot pay this price, 
then his own life is at the m ercy of the vic­ 
tim 's relatives. Such is the law. But it is 
a point of honor w ith the relatives of a 
m urdered m an not to take m oney if possi­ 
ble, hui to exact their right. H ence arise 
“ blood feuds.” 
These are principally ob­ 
served in the south of I’ersia. There, 
w here every m any is arm ed to the teeth, 
blood feuds are com m on. 
“ J m ust leave 
you here, saliib," exclaim s your guide, 
quite as a m atter of course ; “ I have a 
blood feud with the next village, and my 
life is not safe beyond this point. 
Some­ 
tim es these " blood feuds ” rem ain un­ 
avenged for m any years; the guilty m an 
wisely keeping out of the reach of the 
avenger of blood by rem aining in a village 
where the other dare not show his face on 
account of the Nemesis aw aiting him also 
in that particular district. 
Tim e sometimes, though rarely, heals 
these feuds. A m an gets tired of being 
hunted, of feeling th at he m ay be shot or 
stabbed, or poisoned at any m om ent, and 
he com prom ises. H e gives the fam ily of 
his victim a horse or m oney or so m any 
bags of dates, or perhaps even the hand of 
his daughter in m arriage. Dr perhaps a 
youth of 20 will shoot down an aged m an, 
the m urderer of his grandfather, whom 
perhaps he has never seen, and, Ueeing to 
the arm s of his delighted m other, will 
exclaim : " 1 have avenged our blood !’’— 
thus bringing a “ blood-feud " on his own 
head. These are som e of the results of 
the universal practice, in the south of Per­ 
sia, of carrying arm s. It m ust be rem em ­ 
bered. too, that the m urderer in these 
cases is not looked upon with horror—he is 
sim ply a mail who has done his duty. 
N orth of Shiraz these blood-fetids are 
uncom m on, and an Ispaliani would cer­ 
tainly prefer the price, or, failing that, a 
decent sum in cash, to judicial revenge. 
As a rule, in the present day, a m urderer is 
executed, and never handed over to the 
lender merc-ies of his victim ’s friends, hut 
legally the relatives can them selves take 
the guilty m an's life.—[Foreign Letter.

Sat». Francisco Board of Health Concern­ 
ing Diphtheria and Scarlet Fever. 
The Board of Health of San Francisco, 
after having fully examined into and con­ 
sidered the subject of diphtheria and scar­ 
let fever as contagions diseases, and the 
means necessary to prevent the communi­ 
cation and spread of the same, has adopted 
the following: 
1. Upon receiving information of any 
case of diphtheria or scarlet fever, the 
Health Officer shall send to the house 
where the disease has occurred, the Board 
of Health circular of information No. 1, 
upon the sanitary management- of diphthe­ 
ria and scarlet fever. 
2. On the termination ¡of the cases by 
death, or otherwise, he shall cause the in- 
lected rooms to be disinfected in the most 
thorough manner, with the consent of the 
occupants. 
3. As soon as the Health Officer finds 
1 hat any case of diphtheria lias occurred 
without being reported at once, or being re­ 
ported within twenty-four hours of the oc­ 
currence nf death, lié shall cause the case to 
be investigated, and upon reasonable sus­ 
picion of neglect of compliance with the 
lav by the attending physician, shall pros­ 
ecute him according to law. 
4. The Health Officer shall immediately, 
upon repot ts of cases of scarlet fever or 
diphtheria being received by him, notify 
the Principals of the adjacent public 
schools that it will be dangerous to the 
public health for children from that fam­ 
ily to attend school until they get a certifi­ 
cate of safety from him. 
lie shall also 
notify the officers in charge of public libra­ 
ries, so that they may refuse hooks to in­ 
fected families. 
5. The Health Officer shall give permits 
as to the safety for children to attend school 
or draw hooks upon sufficient evidence 
shown him. 
The committee also presented two circu­ 
lars to the public, setting forth the symp­ 
toms of diphtheria, scarlet fever, etc., and 
the ordinary methods of preventing those 
diseases, (hie circular was devoted to the 
means of preventing these diseases, and 
another to the modes of treatment and san­ 
itary measures necessary. 
¡Some discussion ensued over whether the 
Board should recommend the use of disin­ 
fectants, and other details of the circulars, 
after which the report was adopted and the 
documents ordered printed. 
NOTICE TO TH E 1TU1.IC. 
The Boaril also adopted the following 
circular, and have caused it to be published 
.11 the city papers, 011 the prevention and 
(restriction of diphtheria and scarlet fever: 
A large part of sickness and death arises 
from diphtheria, scarlet fever and small­ 
pox, all of which are highly infectious, 
and can be prevented l>y a few simple pre­ 
cautions on the part of householders or 
heads of families. 
The germs by which these diseases arc 
communicated are contained in the dis­ 
charges from the nose, mouth, throat, 
bowels, in the breath, and in the dust from 
the skin. These disease germs are given 
ofi from those sick, and, floating in the air 
as dust, are inhaled or swallowed, or are 
otherwise inhaled or swallowed, or are 
touched by well persons, who thereby take 
the disease. These germs are alive, but 
their life and power to cause disease is de­ 
stroyed by boiling water, dry heat enough 
to bake bread, and by contact with the 
stronger disinfectants. 
The kissing of 
children at the schools should be discour­ 
aged during the prevatoncc of diphtheria. 
fTO AVOIR SCARLET FEVER AND DIPHTHERIA. 
Do not let a child go near a case of scarlet 
fever or diphtheria. Do 111 it let any person 
or thing come from such a case to a child. 
Do not go yourself unless absolutely re­ 
quired. 
Do not neglect to change your 
clothes, to bathe and disinfect yourself be­ 
fore you go where there is a child, if you 
should visit such a case. 
¡> 0 not permit a 
child to go into or near a water-closet or 
cesspool into which non-disinfooted dis­ 
charges from these diseases have been 
thrown, nor to drink water or milk which 
has been infected. 
TO RESTRICT DIPHTHERIA AND SCARLET FEVER. 
W henever a child has a sore throat and 
a fever, and especially A vhen this is accom­ 
panied by a rash on the body, the child 
should be separated as completely as possi­ 
ble from all the members of tiie family 
a,¡HI a physician lias seen it. and deter­ 
mined the disease. 
All persons known to be sick with these 
d ise a se s even those hut mildly sick 1 should 
he promptly and thoroughly isolated from 
the public. 
Persons who are attending upon children 
or other persons sick with these diseases 
should not mingle with other people, nor 
permit the entrance.of other children into 
the house. 
The room in which oue sick with diph­ 
theria or s arlct fever is placed, should be 
prt i iously cleared of all needless clothing, 
carpets, curtains, drapery and other ma­ 
terials likely to harbor the poison of the 
disease, except such articles as are essential 
to the comfort or treatment of the patient. 
The sick-room may have 110 carpets, or 
only pieces which can afterwards he de­ 
stroyed. There should be a liberal supply 
of fresh air, but without drafts. 
Handkerchiefs that need to be saved 
should not he used dv the patient, but in­ 
stead small pieces of rags, which should be 
burned as soon as used. 
Soiled towels, clothing, bed linen, etc.. 
should he removed from the patient, and 
before removal from the room, he placed in 
a pail or tub of boiling hot water in each 
gallon of which is placed sulphate of zinc 
two ounces, common salt two ounces. 
The discharges from the mouth, nose, 
throat, bowels and kidneys should be re­ 
ceived into vessels containing chloride of 
lime, or Ihe sulphate of zinc solution just 
mentioned, which destroys other active 
poison. 
No discharges should be thrown into a 
ivaterdoset or ci-spool unless previously 
so disinfected. 
All cups, glasses and spoons used in the 
sick-room should at once on removal from 
the sick-room be washed in boiling water. 
Fih.i1 and drink that have been in the 
sick-room or otherwise infected should he 
destroyed. 
It i- best that it should be 
thrown into the swill barrel. 
Unless there is a special nurse for a child 
sick with diphtheria or scarlet fever, who 
remains in the sick-room, the attendant 
should wear in the sick-room a large apron, 
covering the clic-t and arms, which should 
always be removed on coming out of the 
sick-room to mingle with the rest of the 
family. 
After the termination of the case an 
officer t.f the Board of Health will disin­ 
fect the rooms occupied without injury to 
the furniture. 
The disinfectants above mentioned can 
he obtained free of chame ihy poor pooplei 
on application at the Board of Health 
office.

R eindeer by the Thousand. 
Tim approaching cold weather of the 
winter of 1879 had sent the reindeer in 
numerous hands on their southward migra­ 
tions until they came to the narrow strait 
which separates King William's Land from 
the mainland. The strait not being frozen 
over, the number of deer which congregated 
at the narrowest point must have been well 
up into the thousands. The Arctic deer is 
an almost amphibious animal, and takes to 
the water as if he were web-footed, swim­ 
ming across the lakes in summer when the 
ice is off, if they lie in his way, rather 
than go twice" the distance around 
tlieni. 
When chased on to points of 
land jutting into the sea the deer have 
been known to swim into the water 
until lost to sight, and nothing a v u s ever 
afterward known of them. But it is some­ 
what different Avhcn they approach the 
straits, migrating southward, for the 
weather at zero is about cold enough to 
convert the salt water into a sort of mush 
ice, about the same as won Id be produced 
hv throwing ¡ a v.. or three teet of snow into 
ater. This would retard the animal’s 
swimming, so that it would fall an easy 
prey to the many Netschilluk Esquimaux 
who congregate there to slay the deer. My 
party killed tAventy-six deer ¡11 a day. Too- 
jixdi. my best hunter, managed to secure 
twelve of them. He could have easily 
doubled, or even trebled tlie number, but a 
dozen av.is the most he could slay and 
properly butcher, disposing of tlicir meat 
and allotting proper attention to the skins 
that were destined for our winter bedding 
and clothing. During the lust few days of 
September and the early part of October 
there were many times when a thousand 
reindeer could be seen, looking from the 
top of the hill back ot our snow house on 
the edge of a large lake. One clear, cold 
night in early October, the Grails were 
frozen over sufficiently solid to hear then), 
and witisic forty-eight hours vast m ulti­ 
tudes of deer that had been swarming 
around us everywhere vanished southward 
like a fog swept away by a northern wind, 
and we saw no more live reindeer until

by a criss-cross tinting. Some ladies ex­ 
ceedingly democratic in tlicir notions use 
an English initial. Others have two or 
three letter monograms. Crests are very 
fashionable. Mottoes surmounted by the 
armorial crest of the family are correct in 
taste, and more extensively ordered now 
than six months ago. After the circle the 
shield is the outline most frequently called 
for. The dealers are often asked to select 
designs for purchasers. A lady who boasts 
of a great pedigree recently asked a Chest­ 
nut street clerk to assist her. Picking up 
Burke’s ' Heraldry ’ he turned to the given 
name and showed his customer a coat-of- 
arms which he thought fitted her ancestry.

We’ll 
work the idea up. and think it will become 
fashionable. 
“ The odors used in the wax are ravish­ 
ing in their delicacy. The cheaper grades 
are as bad as the pomatum of a five-cent 
barber shop. The perfumery is the ele­ 
ment of cost in the wax. A Paris firm 
makes the finest imported article. The 
perfume of the burning avux fills an ordi­ 
nary-sized apartment, and lingers about the 
envelope for hours.’’—[Philadelphia Times.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
There were 1,026 arrivals of immigrants 
during the week from the East, 462 of 
whom stopped off at interior points. 
The national holiday was observed Sat­ 
urday in this city in the usual enthusiastic 
manner. Many alarms of tire occurred, 
but no serious loss resulted. Thousands of 
people were present at the unveiling of the 
statue of Garfield in Golden Gate Bark.

Cultivate in your limbs dignity, slow- 
ites'. stiffness. Regard Avitii serenity your 
slowly escaping vigor, suppleness and elas­ 
ticity ot muscle. Say it’s the inevitable way 
of all tlesh, and because this has always 
been so with past generations, so it must 
always be Avith the coming ones. 
Say to yourself: “ it’s a law of nature 
that people must grow old, decay and 
wither when their time comes.” Just as 
our grandfathers said: “It’s agin our natur 
that news can he carried any faster than 
horseflesh can carry it or that ships can 
cross the ocean any faster than wind and 
sails can carry them.” Say to yourself: 
“ Body and mind must decay after a cer­ 
tain age, and it’s riving in the face of Provi­ 
dence ever to question that such decay can 
he retarded it not prevented.” 
Don’t recognize that every iicav interest 
is as a fresh grip <>n life and that as Ave 
lose interest the grip relaxes its hold. Let 
a child be so kept that it learns absolutely 
nothing, not e\’en a game or sport, anil 
note what an old face it Avill have at 
twenty-one. Note as to outward appear­ 
ance of age at thirty-live, the stolid, stupid 
day laborer, little better than ¡111 animated 
muscle for moving heavy weights, and the 
intellectual man of refined tastes and 
varied associations and pursuits, and see if 
in the contrast there be a suggestion liow 
the mind may keep the body young. 
Learn nothing new. Say it’s now too 
late and that all your dancing days are 
over. Be ashamed of taking up any new 
study or pursuit. W hy? Analyze your 
shame and you may find that the lack ot 
skill characterizing your first efforts puts 
you on the same footing as the child. You 
are grown up full of years and vast expe­ 
rience in that dignity which assumes to 
know so much and really knows so little. 
There are helps all around you to assist 
you in growing old. Kind friends from 
time to time svill comment on the appear­ 
ance of a gray hair, ora line in your face, 
with the expression, in their words, “Time 
to begin to get ready for tlie irraA-e ” Be 
convinced by them—that is, as they say. 
Cease all attempt at reformation or im­ 
provement in any direction. If you have 
any manner of slipshod or slovenly inclina­ 
tion. whether it extend to dress, or address, 
or gait, let it nil go " by the run,” as they 
say at sea. Say to yourself: “ All that 
effort Avill do for a young man. But it’s no 
use for nit' at my time of life.” What time? 
Oh. say fifty, or lil'ty-tive or sixty. 
Fret a good deal and líate a good deal.

Unbiased Views ol the Noted ex-Coufed- 
erate General Longstreet. 
John H. Beadle, publishes in the Rock­ 
ville (Ga.l Tribune an interesting interview 
with General Longtreet, in which the noted 
ex-Confederate said : 
“ I never doubted the final success of the 
Confederates till after Chieamauga." said 
he. “ After that I knew we were beaten 
just as well as 1 knew it after Appomatox. 
It was simply a question of figures—like a 
man in gailoping consumption: every 
ounce he loses is lost forever—no machinery 
in him to restore it. But you Western 
boys are all Avrong about your armies. The 
best army you had was the army of the 
Potomac.” " 
Considerably astonished at this, 1 asked 
why it was so often defeated. 
“ Because it always fought at the greatest 
disadvantage, was badly Generated and 
was opposed to our best. Just see how 
quick it came 011 top as soon as it met us 
Avitii equal advantages.” 
He then traced on the ground the plans 
of the various battles in Virginia, and 
showed that the Confederate advantages 
balanced a proportion of three to one in 
the two armies and rendered their victory 
certain. Where the Federáis had any ad­ 
vantage whatever, he knew in advance 
that defeat was certain ; at Gettysburg, 
for instance, which he considered the great­ 
est blunuer of the Confederates. “ After 
that," he added, “ I went to Chieamauga, 
with the assurance of our Government 
that if we whipped Rosecrans we should 
have all the available forces to drive him 
back to the < »hio or destroy his army. The 
Richmond folks failed to keep this prom­ 
ise, and so we sat down there and waited 
till the Fedemls got strong enough to drive 
us away. Then 1 knew that the end was 
near. Such a chance could never come 
again." 
General Longstreet has been in thirty-two 
pitched battles, known and noted in his­ 
tory, besides many skirmishes. lie gradu­ 
ated from West Point early enough to be a 
Lieutenant 111 Texas in ls-14. and then Ad­ 
jutant of the Eighth United States Infantry, 
in which position lie took part in every 
battle in Moxi’o, except Buena Vista. At 
Molino Del Rev his regiment had 135 
killed and wounded : atChapultepeclic was 
wounded in the thigh, but Avas able to join 
in the closing battle and entrance into the 
city. A t the Wilderness he avus shot through 
the right breast and shoulder, which wound 
has lately deprived him almost entirely of 
the use ot his right arm. 
Otherwise he is 
in line health, and remarkably well pre­ 
served for a man up in 60. He laughed 
Avith boyish glee at the bombastic histories 
of the first battles in Mexico—at Palo Alto, 
for instance, said he, the total American 
loss in killed, wounded and scared half to 
death, was less than fifty. 
We all remember Iiuav. the first two or 
three years of the Avar, all the talk in the 
North* was the Union Generals did nothing 
right, while the rebels managed with avoii- 
derful ability. It is amusing now to hear 
that the sanie sort of talk was even more 
common 011 this side of the line. The 
General savs the Confederacy was loot by 
three great blunders, blunders that every 
cadet at West Point is taugi t to avoid ¡11 
liis first lessons. The first was the loss of 
Fort Donetson, which could have been 
saved and Grant completely broken up in 
thirty hours by an advance from Bowling 
Green. The second aa'os at Gettysburg. 1 lie 
third AA'as the failure to reinforce and follow 
up the victory of Chieamauga. After that 
neither bravery nor strategy could save the 
Confederacy. It was a gone case. 
D ickens’ Reckless Mischief. 
A lady in the Enylishwoman’s Magazine 
tells this story of his wild and reckless fun. 
and it is matched by many others. They 
were down 011 the sea shore in the moon­ 
light, and had been dancing there. A\ e 
then strolled further down to watch the 
fading light. The tide came rippling in. 
Tlie night grew darker, starless, moonless. 
Dickens seemed suddenly to he possessed 
with the spirit of mischief, he threw liis 
arms around me and ran me down the in­ 
clined plane to the end of the jcttv till we 
reached the toll-post. He put his other 
arm around this, and exclaimed in theat­ 
rical tones, that he intended to hold me 
there till the sad sea waves should sub­ 
merge us. ‘Think of the sensation we 
shall create.'” 
“ Here I implored him to let me go, and 
struggled hard to release myself. ’ Let 
your mind dwell upon the column in the 
Time* wherein wili be vividly described the 
pathetic fate of the lovely E. P.. drowned 
by Dickens in a lit of dementia. Don't 
struggle, poor little bird, you are helpless.’ 
Bv this time the last gleam of light had 
faded out, and the water close to us looked 
uncomfortably black. The tide was com­ 
ing up rapidlv and surged over my feet. 1 
gave a loud shriek, and tried to bring him 
back to common sense by reminding him 
that, liiv dress, my best dress, my only silk 
dress, would be ruined.

“ Even this climax did not soften him ; 
he still went 011 with his.serio-comic non­ 
sense, shaking Avith laughter all the time, 
and panting Avith his struggles to hold me. 
’Mrs. Dickens,’ 1 cried, help me make Mr. 
Dickens let me go—the waves are up to 
mv knees.' ‘Charles,’ cried Mrs. Dickens, 
: how can you be so silly ! ') 011 Avill both 
be carried off by the tide. And it was not 
until my dress liad been completely ruined 
that I succeeded in wresting myself from 
him. Fpon two other occasions he seized 
me anil ran with rue under the cat-.ract and 
held me there until ! was thoroughly bap­ 
tized and my bonnet a wreck of lace and 
feathers.”—[Exchange.

Following is the address of th e H on. 
Jam es McM. Skafter, delivered in the As­ 
sembly cham ber of the Capítol at Sacra 
m ento on Independence Pay : 
Mr. 
President, 
L idies 
and 
G entlem en: 
Were this Government to be annihilated, 
were these U nited States, their individual­ 
ity and all their political institutions, to be 
at once destroyed or restored to the dom in­ 
ion of Great B ritain, it would be apparent 
to tiic most limited mind that such reha­ 
bilitation could not exist for a day. The 
approxim ate equality of power, the dis­ 
tance, the different traditions, the conflict­ 
ing opinions as to the source and extent ot 
governm ental powers, and the principles 
and forms of adm inistration, would estab­ 
lish with both peoples the conviction that 
the new relation was neither lesirable nor 
possible. 
t 
_ 
The present conditions of these nations, 
however, is not that of 109 years ago. 
Then on one side was power, contem pt for 
Americans, disregard tor all am enities of 
intercourse, arrogance and injustice in the 
exercise of authority; a denial of all inter­ 
ference or representation in the formation 
of laws which they were required to obey ; 
a practical denial of the right of com plaint 
and petition. On the other sitie was weak­ 
ness and unavailing rem onstrance. 
It, however, had a possession far more 
reliable than m ere physical strength—that 
conscientious self-respect that refuses to 
abandon duty because its discharge in ­ 
volves personal loss ; th at lofty courage that 
is intensified by opposition, is undism ayed 
bv difficulty, and unterrified by disaster. 
They had, further, the forecast, the faith, the 
substance of things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen, w hich enabled them to 
see us as we are now, and to feel that the 
glory of their act was to be perpetuated for 
all time, and that a great nation was to 
speak praises of their names, and its m in­ 
isters of religion everywhere were to utter 
thanks to God that in its great necessity lie 
raised up those great souls, the Moses and 
Joshua of our history, who led the people 
through m any tribulations out of the house 
of bondage into this glorious land ot liberty. 


WHAT CAUSED TH E REVOLUTION. 
W ith m any the belief is entertained that 
certain trifling extortions ot the British 
Government were the causes that led to the 
revolt of 1770. T hat the enforcement of the 
trifling taxes alluded to furnished the occa­ 
sion of the revolutionary contest adm its of 
no doubt. The real ease was, in tiie opinion 
of the people, as to the rightlul power of 
the Governm ent that controlled them , and 
w hether the power asserted was consistent 
with the rights of men. 
The seeds of free 
thought upon religion- and political topics 
had borne fruit in America, and such con­ 
dition of m ind had been attained that the 
policy of the hom e Government, as it wa- 
termed, could only have effect by the use of 
menace or actual force. The natural result 
ensued—revolt and actual war. 
The differences of opinion o f the actors 
in tiie w ar of the Revolution were generic, 
and they arose from the characteristic qual­ 
ity of the m en collectively and individually 
regarded. 
In reflecting upon these distinc­ 
tions- a thought occurs to me, which I am 
alm ost inclined to believe is a mere intel­ 
lectual vagary. 


U N L IK E M EN, NATIONS GROW. 
They are not born. Sprouting front the red 
arth, ages elapse before their grow th is ac­ 
complished. I.ike men. for character, habit, 
opinion and occupation, they depend upon 
their habitat, its geographical situation, its 
clim ate, its fruit, and their surroundings. 
T he sacred books of th e Hebrews assign to 
the three sons of Noah the perpetuation of 
the hum an race. Of these the two elder 
rem ained in their birthplace—the Asiatic 
and African world. 
, 
I do not attem pt to reason as to the 
cause, but I state a rem arkable and dis­ 
tinctive difference in the evolution of the 
Tact's at least supposed to nave descended 
from Shem and Hant, and w hat lias been 
called the Japhetic race. 
W hile the politi­ 
cal and moral m axim s of Mencius and Con­ 
fucius in China, originating four hundred 
years before Christ, tiie sacred books of 
"India of a still earlier date, are am ong the 
most rem arkable of intellectual produc­ 
tions, they seem to have had little influence 
upon the physical and intellectual 
pro­ 
gress of man. 
W ith slight modifications, 
it may he generally said the people are 
largely inferior in all the higher atributes 
of hum anity to ttu ir W estern contem po­ 
raries. 
Their religions are, on the whole, 
m aterialistic and idolatrous. 
In 
Africa 
they have their fetisli ; in Egypt they have 
a.s objects of worship the sacred ichneu­ 
mon, the bull and crocodile; in In d ia,idols 
—Ju g g ern au t: and with Buriuah, the bull 
and the elep h an t; in China, the spirits of 
ancestors and w hatever else the im agina­ 
tion may suggest. The spirit of evil is 
worshiped equally w ith the good; their 
religious as well as their political notions 
seem to he retrospective. They turn their 
backs ttpon W estern progress, and with 
one at least appreciative devotion, adore 
the sv.n and its symbol, the sacred fire. 


PATRIA EC H A L GOVERNMENT. 
In all that relates to governm ent they 
have always adhered to the patriarchal 
idea. 
It was Moses that led the Israelites 
from Egypt. The Kings of Jerusalem and 
those that fought against each other, rotrt- 
manded and sacrificed their subjects w ith­ 
out question. The N orthern hordes fol­ 
lowed Tim our at his call, and Cyrus and the 
great Zenobia fell from tiie possession of 
undisputed authority. Except as qualified 
by European interference, measurably the 
saíne state exists to-day. 
Most of Africa is 
governed hv its chiefs. 
China and Japan 
have nearly absolute monarchies. 
The 
King of Bnrm ah m urders his subjects at 
his will. 
The Satraps and Rajahs of India 
yield nothing to their subjects, except as 
dictated by British authority. The Persian 
m onarchy is nearly absolute. From tlie 
Mediterranean eastward, including the a n ­ 
cient Nineveh, Bagdad and Babylon, and 
throughout all the N orthern A sia , the no­ 
madic people are all tribal and obeying 
their tribal chiefs. Generally, it may he 
said that throughout all these vast dom in­ 
ions republics have never existed, and all 
republican thoughts or aspiration . if they 
ever existed, died unknow n, in the hour of 
their birth. 
ITS RESULTS. 
The resuit is barbarism everywhere. The 
ruler is simply the oppressor of hi* people. 
Caste exists and controls all things. The 
low-caste men hold life often at the will of 
the higher. 
If he but touch the food or 
garm ent of his superior, he renders it 
undc-au, and subjects him self to severe 
punishm ent. 
Cruelty 
and 
license 
are 
everywhere. 
Polygamy is legalized, and it 
required the exercise of the British power 
to put an end in India to polyandria, or 
plurality of husbands. 
Cunning and craft have usurped the 
place of statesm anship; avarice and greed 
exhaust the public resources, only to feed 
the coffers of laziness, sensuality and crime. 
W ith a few exceptions, there is little learn­ 
ing. 
For the common people there are no 
great seats of learning—comm on schools as 
we have them are comparatively unknow n. 
No great useful physical discovery, no in ­ 
vention in the mechanic arts has, in the 
later centuries, had place there. Their 
condition has been nt best stationary, ex­ 
cept as they have been moved upon from 
w ithout. 
The cannon of the civilized 
nations m ay yet aw aken these tardy races 
from their sleep, and to a conception of the 
dignity of m anhood. 
U ntil that fully 
occurs these people m ust rem ain in the 
natural condition of men who deny the 
right of self-government: or believing it, 
are too ignorant or cowardly to exact it. 
The Japhetic races tarried long enough 


in W estern Asia to acquire—dependent 
upon language, character or residence—the 
distinctive nam es of A ryan or Caucasian. 
They passed into Europe, disregarding the 
checks by which they were tem porarily 
embarrassed. 
T heir progress toward the 
highest intellectual attainm ent and of free 
thought has been unbroken. 
They seem to 
possess the quality of the m ythical giant; 
whenever their focit touched the earth they 
redoubled their strength. 
They 
m ain­ 
tained fur hundreds of years a republic in 
Koine; long after, one in Switzerland. The 
first was destroyed by her own wealth, her 
luxury, licentiousness and the heteroge­ 
nousness of her people. The last in the 
fastness of her m ountains survives. 


LEADING TO TH E REVOLUTION. 
The democratic principle in process of 
tim e became largely accepted in England. 
There the power of the people over the 
m onarch was asserted in the procurem ent 
of the great c h arter; later on one m onarch 
was put to death by the authority of the 
nation, and another expelled for the same 
crim es—oppression to the commons. 
Yet 
the court influenced, and in m any respects 
controlled the G overnm ent; 
the right of 
representation ’.vas largely conditioned upon 
property ; the Church interposed its dog­ 
mas between the aspirant and official life. 
The protestan! against 
the Established 
church, and those w ho abhorred th*; vile 
lives of the two first Georges, were treated 
as schismatics, as rcvilers of those in au­ 
thority, as had subjects, and as disturbers 
of the public peace. 
There was for these but one course—that 
was to leave the dom inion of the Church 
th at oppressed them , a country that they 
were not perm itted to aid, and a Govern­ 
m ent they could not reform, and carry 
their fortunes into a new field. They hoped 
to find peace and that unrestrained liberty 
so necessary lor 
hum an 
advancem ent. 
They hopeel to create equal laws formed by 
the common consent. In short, it m ay well 
he believed that am ong the ruling m inds 
they intended to reform society, anil in 
laws and Government, to create a New 
W o rld ! 
The settlers of the inore Southern States 
were o f som ewhat different character. They 
were largely the younger sons of the fam i­ 
lies of gentlem en, and even of those of 
knightly or noble degree. 
These latter 
were under som ewhat different motives. 
Neglected and forgoten by their families at 
hom e—they gradually adopted ihe idea of 
establishing a class or order separate and 
distinct 
from 
those 
from w hich they 
sprung. 


ATTACHMENT TO MOTHER COUNTRY. 
From various causes, therefore, the bonds 
ot Union witli Great Britain were loosened, 
and the people everyw here wi re beginning 
to speculate upon the results of a dissolu­ 
tion o f their relations. 
A nd yet it is won­ 
derful how powerful was the hom e feeling. 
The Colonists actually struggled, not only 
with the hom e Government, hut with them ­ 
selves, to retain their subject station. T h ey 
rem onstrated—they petitioned — they ap­ 
pointed Commissioners to solicit peace, 
even after hostilities commenced, but all to 
no purpose. 
'1 he answer they received from the Crown 
was to the sam e purport as t Hat of Charles 
the Bold to Ins subject, who in the nam e 
of the Comm onalty,—the estate he repre­ 
sented—had refused aid to his Prince in 
waging an unjust war. “that steers were in­ 
troduced into temples only to he sacrificad, 
and plebeians into the presence of their 
I’rince only to supply his wants trom their 
swelling hoards.” 
th e colonies had. m the great French 
war. assisted at the reduction of Louisberg 
—had subm itted to great loss in men ami 
money through the utter inefficiency of 
British officers in the attack upon Hu 
Quest)e and Ticonderoga, and had fur- 
uished aid to the Crown during the whole 
of th at w ar fully up to their m eans. 
The 
Crown, however, insisted upon further tax­ 
ation, to in part provide for the debt of 
that war, and as the first step, passed w hat 
is known as 
T H E STAMP ACT. 
To this the colonies strongly objected. 
Hr. Franklin assured the English M inistry 
that tHo enforcement of that Act would i x- 
liaust the money of the colonists w ithin a 
year. 
One provision of th at Act may not 
he uninteresting. 
It was provided that the 
A m ericans should have 
no commerce, 
m ake no exchange of property w ith each 
otiier, neither purchase, nor grant, nor re­ 
covery debts ; they should neither m arry 
nor m ake their wills unless they should 
pay such and such sum s in specie for the 
stam ps, which were to give validity to the 
proceedings. 
No m atter how exigent the necessity 
m ight be for the im m ediate sale or ex­ 
change of property, nothing could be effec­ 
tuated w ithout a stam p, 
.stricken by sud­ 
den disease or accident. no one could dis­ 
pose of his property by will w ithout a 
stam p. 
No m atter, whatever, how de­ 
sirous the parties m ay have been, or how 
convenient it m ay have been, to have 
arranged domestic relations, no one could 
be m arried w ithout a stam p. 
T he paper, 
with a stam p of lixed am ount, would val­ 
idate equally the acquisition of a wife and 
the parchase of a horse. 
So grotesque was this law when it canie 
to be applied, so difficult of enforcement, 
so utterly unjust, that it was soon repealed. 
It was followed by two still more unjust 
laws, accompanied by a declaration which 
rt ndored acquiescence no longer possible. 
The statutes asserted the absolute suprem ­ 
acy of Parliam ent over the colonies, and 
taxed paper, glass and tea im ported into 
them . 


TYRANNV OF T IIE K IN ll. 
In the personal conferences with the B rit­ 
ish M inistry the agent of America was in ­ 
formed by Lord G ranville of the routine 
by which the so-called orders in Council 
were declared. H e then said: “ T hat you 
Americans have wrong ideas of the nature 
of your Constitution, and when such orders 
are signed by the K ing they are then, so 
far as they relate to you, the law of the 
land—for the K ing is the Legislature of 
the colonies.” 
In respect to the power of the King, as 
thus declared, it separated the American 
colonies from all other British subjects, and 
while the suprem acy of the Parliam ent 
was still retained in form, they were in fact 
declared, with ail their civil and political 
rights, subject to the dom inion of one m an. 
Additional pungency was given to tins out­ 
rage by the then condition of tho B ritish 
m onarchy. 
George III., m arried to the 
little Princess Charlotte of Mccklenberg, 
Strelitz, was upon the throne, unaided by 
the great abilities of his grandm other, 
Caroline of Anspach. 
H e was, says the 
great essayist, “ a dull lad brought up by 
narrow-m inded people,” and, for a large 
part of his reign, full of strange phantasies 
or hopelessly insane. 
In the tim e ot his m ental incapacity his 
son. afterwards George IV., acted as Regent. 
Thackeray well describes him as *• yon 
fribble dancing in lace ate I spangles!” a 
being voluptuous, base and dishonorable be­ 
yond belief. 
To these m en, m onarch and 
Regent, the lives and fortunes ot the Amer­ 
ican colonists were to he absolutely sub­ 
mitted. 
It was thus th at the dogmas of the past 
ages were to be revived and the divine 
rights of Kings restored, and it was then 
that iHe great democratic principle, that 
m anhood was to be accepted as a constit­ 
uent elem ent in all governm ents, was to be 
successfully asserted. 


T n u KKVOIT AT BOSTON. 
The Colonists, to the hist, professed loy­ 
alty, and tendered obedience upon term s 
by them deemed just, and it was only when 
excited by the outrage of the British troops 
ill Boston, and th e attem pt to execute the 
odious statutes relating to im ports, that 
they took the initiatory step m anifesting 
their defiance to that Government which 
refused them all participation in its legisla­ 
tion. There was no claim by the colonies 
th at they were a nation com petent to de­ 
clare war, but they intended by thedestruc- 
tion of the cargoes of ships in Boston H ar­ 
bor, to manifest unm istakably their revolt 
from the British dom inion. They prepared, 
as activeil’ and as fully as their poverty 
would perm it. for those reprisals which 
they expected, and the onset which they 
provoked. 
, 
I cannot undertake to state the events 


following the lirst assault upon kingly a u ­ 
thority in America. 
I have often thought 
we were fast arriving at that state of m ind 
when those events seemed as foreign to us, 
and to possess for us as little interest as the 
escape oft he ten thousand under Xenophon 
or the wars of the Crusades. 
To those of 
us whose ancestors ur kinsm an fought 
or died in battles or camps, the cause 
for which they suffered is not indifferent. 
Nor ought it to be indifferent to those who 
enjoy tiie advantages of our institutions 
equally w ith ourselves. 


T H E WAR FOR LIBERTY . 
fin the day following the im m ortal ride 
of the m idnight horseman from Boston to 
Concord, to the etui of the struggle, was 
m anifested on the part of the Am ericans a 
courage, patience and endurance, alm ost 
unparalleled. 
The first blood shed at Lex­ 
ington, th e bloody retribution exacted d u r­ 
ing the m arch to and from Concord, put an 
insurm ountable barrier against all accom­ 
modation. 
From thence through B unker 
Ilill to Yorktown it was uncompromising 
war. 
in the North, B unker H ill. Dorches­ 
ter H ights, 
Triconderoga, 
H ubbardton. 
Bennington, and 
Saratoga, told 
some­ 
times of defeat; 
but 
always 
of that 
unconquerable courage, 
which, 
deserv­ 
ing 
success, 
reached 
it 
at 
last at 
Saratoga. 
The South likewise had it- ter­ 
rible experiences, but it never faltered. 
Sander and M arion, called the Swamp 
Fox, were am ong the ablest of their time. 
No opportunity for harassing the enemy 
was lost. No unguarded or exposed post 
hut was attacked. T he falling upon the 
enemy front ambuscade, the night attack, 
the m asterly retreat before superior force, 
leaving all of injury they could inflict, be­ 
came to the B ritish not m erely annoyance, 
but such loss as dedimated and disheart­ 
ened thc-ir force. 
This desultory fightingat last culm inated 
in the glorious battle of King’s M ountain. 
W ashington, acting in the center of what 1 
may now call the nation, was its central 
figure. 
Of all exam ples of singleness of 
purpose—Lis country's good—for ability, 
eon.rage. Fabian wisdom and prudence he 
stood unrivaled. 
H e knew to meet the 
superior B ritish forces with raw levies, half 
arm ed, was to invite destruction. H e knew 
that a -trong party of m en in England be­ 
lieved the w ar was u n ju st; he knew that 
England was bending under an immense 
debt, the result of the war w ith France, and 
the people of England were im patient u n ­ 
der taxation. 
Inflicting all the injury he 
could, never neglecting to combat where it 
was necessary 0? would do aqy good, he 
waited until the tide should turn. 


FREN CH AID AND INDEPENDENT E. 
T hat great and gallant nation, the French, 
advancing us nearly six m illions of dollars, 
at length assumed a bclij trent position to­ 
ward Great Britain and became our ally, 
and the seige of Yorktown and the sur­ 
render of Cornwallis placed us, by the 
recognition of all great powers, in th e cate­ 
gory of an independent nation. 
Arc not 
all these things, arid more, written in the 
hooks of the chronicles th at they m ay be 
read and rem em bered of all ? 
A great American said: 
" I f the star- 
re ere to come out but once in a thousand 
years, how would men believe and adore, 
and tell to future generations the glory of 
the city of God which tHey had seen?" 
So it W ashington and the great m en of 
the revolution would revisit us but a day in 
a hundred years, how would we believe "and 
adore, and how would they wonder at 
what they saw. 


TH E CHANGED CONDITION, 
The tiiree have become fifty millions. 
How would these warriors sm ile at the 
thought of a few hundred men m arching 
from Boston to Concord on an evil errand, 
or Burgoyne attem pting a m arch even as 
far South as Saratoga? All would won­ 
der at the magnificence of our indus­ 
tries and of our strength. The soldier 
would see an instrum ent of war— the 
powder, constituting one charge of which, 
in the hands of the Americans, would have 
changed the issue of the battle at Bunker 
H ill; Franklin, with the aid of that invis­ 
ible agent which he brought down from 
heaven, would in an hour receive the 
plaudits of the w hole world. 
H ow should 
we in grateful stillness bow down before 
that awful presence and tell to future gen­ 
erations the semillan ce oft hat glorious scene, 
and im press upon those generations the 
lesson w hich taught us the reverence and 
gratitude we owe our dead horoes. 
And 
yet, though they are not here in personal 
presence, the works of their lives, tiie sym ­ 
bols of their spiritual power are here. 
They are here in the peace and prosperity 
of m an in this lofty tem ple of representa­ 
tive governm ent, in the adm inistration of 
equal la\4~. and of the practical application 
of the fundam ental doctrine, “ the equality 
of m an.” 


T H E DUTIES OK TH E HOUR. 
Young men, you do not know in w hat 
awful hour you m ay be called upon to m ain­ 
tain the integrity of your country. On this 
day you are called upon not only to rejoice, 
but to prepare yourselves for all’your duties 
and possible trials, by a study of the char­ 
acters of the founders of your nation, their 
courage, their wisdom and their self-sacri­ 
fice. and by listening to their adm onitions 
and by copying their virtues. 
. • 
A representative governm ent is not w ith­ 
out its dangers. Ours is not w ithout its 
difficulties, arising, not so m uch from de­ 
fect in the provisions of its w ritten laws, as 
from the infirm ities of those who interpret 
and control them . Great Britain had no 
written Constitution. T he powers of the 
King and of Parliam ent rested in the inter­ 
pretation of traditions and usage. 
W ith so 
uncertain a rule, Americans were not satis­ 
fied, and they erected their governm ent 
upon a w ritten Constitution. 
This instrum ent was not only a code of 
rules for the purpose of controlling official 
life, but was largely intended to lim it the- 
power of tiie people itself. The wise men 
of the tim e knew that heated and mistaken 
7.eal of the people, if suffered to have im ­ 
mediate effect upon the law in all cases, 
would be quite as dangerous as the notion 
or caprice of a single m an. They, there­ 
fore, provided such lim itations and checks 
to the popular notion a- would secure that 
sober second thought most likely to be 
right. 
And yet the struggle is a constant and 
severe one. resisting the attem pt to substi­ 
tute the w him of the hour for the plainest 
constitutional provisions. The Constitution 
provided ov the people as the suprem e ex­ 
ponent of its will, has created a judiciary 
especially charged w ith the duties of its ex­ 
position and maintenance. 
Tiie right to 
move for, and if thought desirable, to ob­ 
tura changes in the fundam ental law. is 
unquestioned No danger can possibly arise 
from such attem pts. 


DANGERS OF TH E PRESEN T. 
But w hat shall we say of those continued 
attem pts of the demagogues of the hour, or 
a verv large portion of the public press, 
that ny the wildest and most absurd ex­ 
pression deliberately endeavor to induce 
the people to tram ple upon the Constitu­ 
tion as it is. and to bring into contem pt the 
magistracy that is called upon to adm inis­ 
ter it. 
_ 
W ashington, in his farewell 
address, 
especially w arned us against these very at­ 
tacks, ami urged us to respect the funda­ 
m ental law, and to discountenance attack 
and instill upon the Judge who interprets 
it. 
_ 
Yet the press is full of articles inform ing 
us that ttie Courts "h av e again decided 
against the people,” th at they have again 
overridden the laws,” that “ the people 
will he soon obliged to take such action as 
will compel obedience to their wishes.” 
These appeals arc doubly dangerous, from 
the reason that ;he object proposed is often 
one w hich the judiciary itself ardently de­ 
sires, but w hich it is prevented from a t­ 
taining from the people s own fault, that of 
filling its chairs of legislation w ith m en in ­ 
adequate to the expression of the public 
want. 
A nother of the dangers threatening re­ 
publican institutions is that lust for license, 
that spirit of disobedience, and that con­ 
tem pt for, and revolt against, constitutional 
restriction w hich is so ram pant in certain 
quarte s at this day. W ithin a very short 
Unte past this hall has heard the adoption of 
principles, w hich, if they could have full 


fruition, would, w ith us, have ended con­ 
stitutional governm ent. 
This w ant of rev­ 
erence to the law. this spirit of disobe­ 
dience. this uneasiness under restraint, 
seems to be growing am ong the young, and 
if unchecked, prom ises to become danger­ 
ous to the public safetv. 
Great wealth is fast becom ing dangerous, 
not only to the public, but to those who 
possess it. 
As wealth m akes life com para­ 
tively easy, gives leisure for cultivation, and 
as the source of power, is an elem ent of 
public safety, we are apt to conclude that 
it is an unm ixed good. 
All experience 
declares th at the rule of compensation ap­ 
plies here. 
W ealth is apt to arrogate to itself privi­ 
leges beyond its rig h t: by so doing it in ­ 
vites criticism and assault. 
It finds it nec­ 
essary to bolster up its advantages by new 
claims less excusable than its first aggres­ 
sion. 
Feeling itself m ore powerful than 
the poverty w hich surrounds it, it m akes 
its content;>t felt by all those it regards a* 
beneath it. W idening its design, it begins 
the attem pt to sap the foundation of the 
law by every indirection. 
Great aggrega­ 
tions of wealth are often adverse, one to 
the other, and each in turn corrupts the 
legislature, the m agistrate and the people. 
W hen that phase arrives, if there are left 
enough of ju st m en for the purpose, sick of 
popular corruption, they accept a stronger 
m onarcliial rule. 
Such are the 


DANGERS OF TOO GKEVT I’ROSFERITY, 
W hich produces a decadence o f public vir­ 
tue, in view o' which W ashington warned 
the American people in Ids farewell ad­ 
dress. 
It was said of the Rom an republic 
and nation: “ She that tam ed the whole 
world tam ed lierself at la s t; and, falling 
by her own weight, became a prey to tim e.” 
Her im m ense treasures, used as a means to 
bribe and corrupt the mass of barbarism 
w hich she had absorbed from w ithout,'and 
her freed slaves w ithin, were a source of 
evil and not of good. T here followed such 
a decadence of public and private virtue, 
and love of liberty under th e law, as ren­ 
dered her an easy prey to the first barba­ 
rian attack. 
W ealth is not always by any m eans a 
public menace. 
It requires but a child's 
m em ory to have seen that w hich our de­ 
scendants, a thousand years hence, may 
regard as m ore wonderful than the parting 
of the Red Sea before Moses, and one, not 
to speak of too lightly, fully as beneficent 
in its consequences. T he solid bqnes of 
earth have crum bled ; the desert ami a wil­ 
derness. wider and as dreary as that about 
Sinai and Ilo r, have been passed, by the 
aid of the republican w ealth, w hich has 
made strong the bands which bind us to 
our country, its faith, its hope and its in ­ 
stitutions. 


TH E BLESSINGS FROM W EALTH. 
W ealth thus used and thus bestowed, 
blesses m ankind, and tends to awaken that 
intellectual activity so necessary to sound 
governm ent. 
It otten follows that wealth, 
expended in other ami more private ways, 
tends largely to rem ove that feeling of un­ 
rest and dissatisfaction which the unequal 
distribution of the goods o f this world is 
so well calculated to excite. The legal dis­ 
tribution o f wealth when its possessor dies 
and the general further distribution which 
ordinarily follows, may well relieve us of 
all fear to governm ent from great aggrega­ 
tion. at lea^t in private bands. 
T he vast applications of wealth to chari­ 
table purposes, is not to be lost sight of— 
some of them m ake us all of kin. The in­ 
junction to rem em ber tJie poor is ;;yt al 
ways forgotten. 
There is OCdflstonaily on<7 
w ho gives evidence that the brotherhood of 
man is not a lost idea. 
W ealth w ithout 
stint is poured forth for purposes o f h u ­ 
manity. 
T he children, the old and the necdv. ar* 
gathered from the abodes of want, and are 
placed in safety and plenty; 
and to all is 
furnished a resting place, with whom life's 
fitfui fever is over. 
Things of beauty and 
grace are offered as an oblation to the" souls 
of all. 
A few years ago one died with you. 
a m an 01 highest character, faithful to his 
hum an brotherhood. 
His virtues have 
survived him . 
You do well-to honor such 
h u m an ity ; utter your words of love and 
praises in speech am i song. 
Let the young 
and the beautiful present their homage and 
strew flowers in the pathw ay of that higher 
attribute ot goodness w hile they may ; soon 
a purer justice, and a m ightier hand than 
ours, will lead her over flowers of a lasting 
perfume, into the garden of the heavenly 
Eden. 
W ealth with us will produce no danger. 
Its encroac hm ents are to be anticipated, but 
are not to be feared. 


USES \ >'D ABUSES OK PARTY. 
In the same address, the Father of his 
country warns us of the evil effects of the 
spirit of party. After asserting its existence 
generally, he declares “that in governments 
of popular form ic is seen in its greatest 
rankness, anil is truly their worst enem y.” 
That in governm ents purely elective it is a 
spirit not to be encouraged. 
All the evil 
consequence of an indulgenceof party spirit 
stated by him have been more or less ap­ 
parent w ith us, and m utual acrim ony, 
hatred and party zeal have, on more than 
one occasion, procured interference from 
our foreign ill-wishers. 
In ail our political life, there is hardly 
an instinct or act more destructive to rep­ 
resentative Governments than adherence to 
any political organization, after having 
abandoned, or progressed beyond its tenets. 
No m an should he forgetful for a m om ent 
that republican or representative govern­ 
m ent dem ands of him to express, by his 
vote, his own personal opinion upon ail 
questions subm itted to him , and that any­ 
thing short of this is a failure to discharge 
his most sacred political obligation. 
Organizations with no opinions common 
to its members touching the principles of 
government, cease to be parties, and are 
entitled only to the appellation of faction. 
Such factions are held together by tiie 
■cohesive power of public plunder, and 
w hen the tem ptation of adequate am ount 
is offered, it is ready to sacrifice at once 
honor and country. 
These apprehended dangers are by no 
means im aginary. 
Five years ago there 
was an attem pt made to establish a third 
L'residentiai term , and a great and success 
ful party were urged to accomplish this 
result, hut it refused. T hat one election 
would have been safe, but w hat would 
have been the effect of such a precedent ? 
W hat dangers would have been incurred 
and w hat disorders would have crept into 
the State ? 


OUR c o u n t r y ’s INFLUENCE. 
I have thought it fit to call your atten­ 
tion to rem ote as well as proxim ate causes 
of onr revolt, portions of its History, and a 
little of that touching our present state. 
T he state of the world, as influenced by us, 
is likewise worth a passing rem ark. "The 
right of all m en to participate, under 
proper lim itations, in the governm ent that 
controls them , is now more largely ad­ 
m itted than ever before. 
T aught in onr 
school. Great Britain now allows her colonies 
the privilege of representative bodies of 
legislation. 
There is not a citizen in the 
Canadian Dom inion of British Columbia 
or in British Australasia, but should u n ­ 
cover his head w henever he sees the stars 
and stripes, in acknow ledgm ent of his ob­ 
ligation. 
All the Central and South American re­ 
publics became such incited by the example 
of the Great Republic of the north. Mex­ 
ico. relying on our assurances that we 
should not regard the establishm ent of 
m onarchy there with favor, threw off the 
yoke and became free. She well knew that 
when our domestic difficulties were closed 
our sword would be thrown into her scale. 
To use a phrase of the third Napoleon, it 
was found necessary in France for its 
“ world to change front." 
France, disen­ 
thralled, is free—a power second only in 
im portance to ourselves. 
It was truly said : “ See how far that little 
candle sends its beams. 
So shines a good 
deed In a naughty world.” 
So we m ay claim that onr light, set on a 
hill and seen from afar, has cheered the 
patriotic heart everywhere, and deepened 
and intensified the combat for free princi­ 
ples. 
It is significant that the statesmen of 
England are even now proposing to extend, 
as to all local and m unicipal questions, lo­ 
cal legislation, both in Scotland and Ire­ 


land, retaining only that general super­ 
vision involved iu her political law. 
\ \ e, on this coast, have a sort of giant 
Talus, whose logs bestride the Golden Gat 
menacing with his brazen club all w ho at­ 
tem pt to enter against the policy of a spe 
ctal law. On th** Eastern coast they are 
about to erect a new l’haros. 
Its founda 
tioti is truly American, but its sum m it is 
an expression of the friendship and hive of 
the gallant people of France and the glori­ 
ous genius which characterizes her art. 
H igh in air Liberty holds aloft her torch. 
Its flames by day rival the sun, and by night 
illum inate ih e world w ith their friendly 
beams. They, the just men, who flee from 
oppression, guided by that heavenly lieht, 
m ay safely enter here and know that lucre 
tnevare safe from wrong. 


TH E DOWNFALL OK S H V E R Y . 
T hirty year.- ago to-day, in a forest in 
\\ isconsin, I wit* speaking to an audience 
upon the topic of the day. 
Among other 
things, I w a s endeavoring to discuss the 
history and relation of slavery to the ex­ 
isting Government. 
I attem pted to state 
and enforce the idea that, superinduced 
upon the great law of justice, the fate of 
empires and people was controlled by the 
rules of compensation and retribution, and 
to [K'int out the m ethod of their operation. 
On one part to cover, to defend, or to es­ 
cape punishm ent of one crime, another 
becomes a necessity—a necessity constantly 
recurring, tHe- weight am i enorm ity con­ 
stantly increasing, until the great rniis4 falls 
from its own weight and becomes a prey to 
time. 
Oil the other hand is right con­ 
stantly invaded, self respect constantly out­ 
raged, conscience enlarging its influences, 
tears arousing opposition, until neither 
party can retreat from contest. 
T hirty years ago. this nation's claim 
that it was the land of the free, was but an 
idle vaunt. 
If slavery was to continue, the 
republican idea was lost. 
Saul L incoln: 
•’This land is to become all slave or all 
free," and w hen the issue came to be tried, 
th e people, educated to free principb s. de­ 
term ined it. 
W ell 
may their deed be 
rem embered on this day. 
The war of 177<> 
em ancipated three m illions of men from a 
petty tyranny, one which, in a brief time, 
would ha\ ■ ceased to exist; the war of the 
great rebellion destroyed this anom aly of 
our institutions, a tyranny the most abso­ 
lute and cruel of all modern times, in its 
influence overshadowing and controlling 
the laws and conscience of the nation, and 
exposing them to the contem pt ami derision 
of the world. 
Lot us honor on this day, those men, 
who from pure republican principle made 
war upon this great crime. 
This institu­ 
tion had become m ore odious than the 
Georges, more vindictive than the royal 
Ministers, m ore oppressive than Parlia­ 
ments. 
It claimed im m unity from criti­ 
cism. and freedom from attack. 
It drove 
its adversaries into political obscurity, it 
silenced the weak and suborned the pow er­ 
ful, and generally all but controlled the 
most ordinary functions of governm ent. 
He 
Tocqueville 
nearly fifty years ago 
wrote, 
"th at in 
America, 
the highest 
abilities are excluded from all public em ­ 
ploym ents as fully as though there was a 
positive regulation to that effect, and this 
great institution undertook to m ake it a 
truth against all opponents." 
The few who opposed it, and at last 
brought its criminal head to the block,were 
those who wore their republicanism in 
their Hearts, and not on th'.’ir sleeves, an/d 
clung to “ that pure, exalted and C hristian 
independence which towers over the little 
fflOiTVes of life, which no hope or lavor can 
influence, w hich no effort of power can 
control." 
These true patriots, these true 
statesm en, were despised and rejected of 
m e n : but. strange as it m ay seem, they 
had at all tim e of their tribulation on their 
side God. the laws of the world, and. 
though voiceless, the consciences of men. 
To these m en should lie accorded the high­ 
est honor. The patriarchs of the revolu­ 
tion proposed to themselves at least som e­ 
thing of personal advantage: these denied 
by neighbors and brethren, denounced by 
their country in the great contest for tight, 
cast them selves into its Therm opylae To 
the work of these great m en alone is to he 
attributed che iniiiation of that process 
through which this country became all 
free. 
To their free thought and its free ex­ 
pression is to be attributed as their creation 
the union, peace and prosperity we inherit. 
The fire o f free exam ination burned u p the 
bay, wood ami stubble of false doctrine, 
and left in all their awful beauty “ justice, 
tru th and m ercy.” 
Republicanism has 
well waited until a great nation of Europe 
Could properly, in fraternal love, present, 


TH E GLORIOUS STATUE OF LIBERTY 
To America. From its head upreared in 
clouds, its great, calm exes beheld a land 
beyond the power of all the genii to create. 
The band of the A lm ighty alone, guiding 
and controlling the hearts of m en. could 
buihl or fashion it. 
Peace, that blessed 
peace, w ith plenty crowned, is everyw here; 
security and safety are from center to 
“ those wild barriers of her borders, w here 
she laughs at enemies." 
T he traveler, the 
sailor, fur in the waste of ocean, look aloft, 
and when they see our flag, they bless it, as 
the sym bol of the power that protects them . 
Exposed to that statue's vision is a land 
which, for extent, civilization and prosperi­ 
ty challenges comparison. 
The inventive genius of Americans has 
produced an unexam pled progress in all 
m echanical and industrial developments. 
The wealth of the country is beyond the 
scope of the lam p of A lladin, beyond the 
treasures of Solomon or those of El Dorado 
of ancient fame. 
Indeed, such is the ple­ 
thora of individual accum ulation, that the 
very abundance has rendered it unprofit­ 
able. No idle dissolute court, no pensioned 
voluptuary is suffered to consum e the sub­ 
stance of tiie people, but there is absolute 
im m unity for life and property to all. 
W ell may those iron lips unclose, and 
this day from the goddess’ heart utter a 
blessing upon republics everywhere, and of 
reverence for those great lovers of their 
race who have been, in all ages and lands, 
th e heroes and m artyrs o í liberty. 


A GLANCE BACKWARD. 
I have thus far endeavored to state some­ 
thing as to the origin of republican ideas 
and how they have effected the political 
condition of America and of the world. To 
som e it is a dry and uninteresting topic. 
The young, especially, are more impressed 
with the personal conduct of m en in great 
emergencies than in the principles which 
produce their action. As to detailed dis­ 
cussion, as to the true interpretation of our 
fundam ental 
law, 
our legislative 
and 
judicial literature will furnish all desirable 
inform ation. 
As to all that relates to the associations 
of this day, the lives and actions of our 
revolutionary fathers, and o f-the actors in 
the great war of the rebellion, they teach 
us th at the first created the nation, and the 
other, for the first time, solidified and es­ 
tablished it. 
The tim e has long gone by 
for inquiring into or discussing the per­ 
sonal character of Franklin and W asbing- 
ington, or of Greene. Lafayette, and other 
great men constituting the m ilitary fam ily. 
Only one of the whole num ber proved en­ 
tirely false to duty, and he, brave to rash­ 
ness. fell less front loss of love for His 
country than from extravagance, restless­ 
ness and professional disappointm ent. 
I wish to cull your attention to a single 
quality of W ashington and to the effect it 
produced. 
In all tilings he seems to have 
thought that the proper study of m ankind 
was m an. 
By such study he seems not 
only to have thoroughly com prehended the 
characters of those about him , but the mo­ 
tives and intellectual processes of m ankind 
at large. 
It was his conviction, as to h u ­ 
m an infirm ity, the dangers resulting from 
ignorance and passions of great com m uni­ 
ties. that dictated the cautions of his Fare­ 
well Address. 
Had he lived down to lSUO, 
he would hardly have found it neces­ 
sary to translate his warnings into the form 
of prophecies, so true were they to the fact. 
H is words enlightened the judgm ent, and 
nerved the arm of m any a brave m an in 
our last great contest. 


OUR COUNTRY'S PBEStDKNTS. 
Two of our Presidents died upon this 
day; four others al the National Capitol, 
laying down at once their official and n at­ 
ural life. Three of them were soldiers, not 
there to usurp im perial authority, but to ad­ 


m inister th e power of a constitutional gov­ 
ernm ent. 
One contributed largely to give 
us w hat was then railed the Great N orth­ 
west; another was victorious in m any bat­ 
tles in that war which gave California to 
the Union. 
Both pure men. of unsullied 
lame. 
Two others, one a soldier, fell bv 
the hands of assassins. 
Both the first, as 
men do who have nearly reached the years 
allotted to ¡nan. died privately, their last 
thoughts of their c ountry as with faltering 
breath they com uiit.etl that country to the 
guidance ot Heaven. 
Nor should i be just did I not join to 
those the great names of Adams. Jefferson 
and Jackson : the first two founders of the 
Republic, the fit-*, one from wf ose iron 
soul xvas thum b. -1 maledictions against 
bis country's foes

Lincoln was manifested that now er.it' m >- 
netic absorption which scitnetiiiie^jW ravs 
the most lovable of hum an cpi^flffes. The 
touch of the emblem of power did pass 
into the great Cardinal—the m ight of 
France. The touch of the hand of the 
ommonest m an, the hand of want, and of 
3'jppiicaliou. bv some invisible power did 
perm eate and till that great soul w ith all 
hum an sym pathy 
No m atter who was 
the person, no m atter what the want, if one 
did come in the image of his Creator that 
man received attention, and if possible, aid. 
^Speaking after the hard m axim a of war, 
his w om anish mercy was his only fault, if 
fault it was. 
Like the oath of a good old 
man, " the accusing spirit, as he carried it 
up to heaven's chancc-r.v, blushed as he 
gave it in. and the recording angel, as he 
wrote it down, dropped a tear upon the 
record and blotted it out forever.” 
Not to intend the comparison, the words 
suggest, “ he was a m an of sorrows, and 
acquainted with grief." 
W ho can estim ate 
his trials, his fears, his sorrows, as the 
great task opened before him ? 
He was 
compelled even to go to his great place 
w ithout observance, The click of the tele­ 
graph, the feet of the messenger “ siened to, 
as the signal of disaster.

D e t r o it , J tily 4th.—Ex-Internal Revenue 
Collector Stone has an original ordinance 
adopted by the Confederate Convention in 
Louisiana' which evidently accounts for 
part ol the funds reported unaccounted for 
by the New Orleans Mint. The record of 
the New Orleans Mint, which closed on 
January 31, 18(51, when the government 
of Louisiana went into the hands of the 
Confederacy, shows that $1.355,216 had 
been coined prior to that date, all of which 
amount probably went into the enemy's 
hands. Louisiana seceded from, the Union 
on January 16, 1861, all the Federal 
offices were transferred to the State of Loui­ 
siana on the 20th of that month, and on the 
4th of March were transferred to the Con­ 
federate Government. 
The document in 
Mr. Stone’s possession is an ordinance " to 
transfer certain funds to the Government 
of the Confederate States of America.” 
In 
the first section “ the people of the State of 
Louisiana ordain that $389,297,’ now in 
tlie hands of A. J. Guizot, at the State de­ 
pository, and known as the bullion fund, 
be transferred to the Confederate Govern­ 
ment. and said depository is ordered to pay 
that sum upon an order of the Secretary of 
the Treasury of the Confederate States. 
The second section orders payment to the 
Secretary of the Treasury of $147,519, the 
< Uistoiu-house collections since January 
51, 1861. The ordinance was adopted in 
New Orleans on March 7. 2861, and is 
signed by A. Montom. President, and J. M. 
S. Wheat. Secretary of the Convention. It 
is attested by the seal of the Convention of 
Louisiana. 
' When I read the dispatch 
concerning the missing coinage from the 
New Orleans Mint,” said Mr. Stone,” I 
thought of this ordinance. As it refers to 
the bullion fund particularly, it is likely 
the document accounts for so much of the 
coinage, it was found in the archieves of 
the Confederacy when the Sixth Michigan 
was quartered in the Mint of New Orleans 
when the city was retaken. The ordinance 
is written in ink, in neat style, upon the 
first page of a foolscap sheet of paper. It is 
but slightly soiled and perfectly preserved.” 
A Bigamist’s D efense. 
New York, July 4th.—It came out in 
the Tombs Court to-day that if Rev. Dr. 
Houghton, of the " Little Church Around 
the Corner.” had come home ten minutes 
later on Thursday night, Li? servant, Mary 
Quinn, would have been married in his 
house to Godfrey Bahler, who had at least 
two wives already, and whom Dr. Hough­ 
ton was waiting to confront with the 
charge that he was a bigamist. Bahler was 
a waiter at the St. Nicholas Club, across the 
street from Dr. Houghton’s residence, at 
East Twenty-fifth street. He had been 
courting Mary, and one of liis wife's heard 
of it. 
Dr. Houghton was informed of 
Bahler's character, and means were con­ 
certed for catching and punishing the man, 
but Dr. Houghton was out when Bahler 
came around on Thursday night and asked 
the Rev. Gilbert Underliiil. Dr. Houghton’s 
curate, to marry him to Mary. Mr. Under­ 
hill and Mary knew of no lawful impedi­ 
ment. hut Dr. Houghton came in time to 
prevent the ceremony. 
Officer Fiun testified to-day that he had 
had a warrant in his pocket for four months 
for Bahler’s arrest. 
In Buffalo, in October, 
is?:5, Balder had married Mary McManus. 
They had come to this city and he had 
stolen $60 from her. sold her furniture and 
had run away. Mrs. McManus was in 
Court to-day. She said that she had found 
out that before marrying b< r Bahler had 
married l’olly Ingledew. now a cook at the 
Manhattan Beach Hotel. The woman got 
a warrant for his arrest. Bahler heard of 
it, visited Mrs. McManus and threatened 
her with vengeance if she persecuted him. 
He told her that he had iulluence and had 
an organization of Swiss waiters at his 
hack. After that, front nearly every prin­ 
cipal city in the Union threatening letters 
came to her. written in French, English 
and Spanish. Some of them were scur­ 
rilous. 
Polly Ingledew was not in Court. She 
says she was married to Bahler in Novem­ 
ber, 1880. She found that he wanted her 
to support him, and she turned him adrift. 
After his marriage to Mrs. McManus he 
wrote from the Snake Hill Penitentiary to 
his lirst wife, begging for $6o to get himself 
a decent suit of clothes. She sent him the 
money. He got the clothes, got a place at 
the St. Nicholas Club, and began to court 
Mary Quinn. She heard of it, and notified 
policeman Finn. He notified Dr. Hough­ 
ton. By that time Bahler had got §40 of 
Mary Quinn, and spent $20 of it on a wed­ 
ding ring. 
Bahler listened to all that was said with 
attention. Then, turning to Justice Smith, 
he said : “ Granting that all this is true, 
you have no evidence upon which to de­ 
tain me. The only woman who now con­ 
fronts me is Mary McManus. 1 may or may 
. not be married to her. Where is any other 
woman to whom I am married?” Justice 
Smith said he could not Hold Bahler for 
abandoning Mrs. Manus, because it was 
not clear that they were man and wife, and 
he could not compel Polly Ingledew to 
come from Manhattan Beach to prosecute. 
Bahler was discharged, and left the < ourt- 
room free to renew his conquests among 
confiding servant girls with savings bank 
accounts. 
Tlie N ational S an g erfest. 
New York, July 4th.—The Fourteenth 
National Sangerfest opened its proceedings 
to-night in Williamsburg, L. I. Societies 
were present front nearly every city in the 
Union of any note, and were welcomed by 
the Brooklyn societies, which turned out 
en masse, making an imposing display. 
The visiting societies were met at a certain 
point and escorted through the principal 
streets. The buildings along the route were 
handsomely decorate,! and brilliantly illu­ 
minated, and the societies were heartily 
cheered during their march. The Sanger- 
gest will be continued for four days. 


Fine Prospect for a Big Yield o f rea ch es. 
W a sh in g to n , July 4th.—The Agricult­ 
ural Department has issued the following 
in relation to the coming crop of peaches : 
The past winter has fully demonstrated the 
unfitness of the more northern latitudes 
for peach-growing. From the Upper Ohio 
valley and the Lake States there comes but 
one report. It tells of trees all dead, whole 
orchards, even in the most sheltered situa­ 
tions, having succumbed to the late frosts. 
In New England there was much winter 
killing, and the few surviving trees that 
bloomed were stripped of their blossoms 
by the late frosts of spring. New York and 
Pennsylvania showed a like experience. In 
Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey the 
peaches of commerce are grown. The 
bloom was good, and the indications point 
to a crop slightly above the average. There 
was no injury from frost, and as yet none 
from insects or disease. The cold, back­ 
ward spring, with late frosts, has injured 
tlie otherwise favorable prospects in Vir­ 
ginia and North Carolina. Georgia and all 
the Gulf States report the condition unusu­ 
ally high. In the former State many cor­ 
respondents claim that the outlook is for 


the largest crop ever grown. Tennessee and 
Kentucky likewise report very favorable 
conditions, while in the West and North­ 
west the almost universal expression is 
No blossoms ” and “ Trees dead." 
Strife for P atronage. 


N ew Y o r k , July 4th.—Strsnahan, who 
has just been left oat of the Brooklyn 
bridge Trusteeship because he was really 
connected with the ferry company, said to 
a reporter yesterday : “ My wish long has 
been to retire from active business. The 
desire to gain absolute control of the bridge 
patronage and to award two paid positions 
—that of President and Secretary—to party 
men, was so great that my Democratic 
friends could not withstand the temptation, 
and so they turned me out.

C o n serv ativ e G ains C ause A larm to th e 
L ib e rals in E n g lan d . 
L ondon, July 4th.—The results of the 
Parliamentary elections which took place 
during the past week, to fill vacancies 
caused by the change in the Ministry, have 
rather alarmed the Liberals. They were be­ 
ginning to feel sure of an easy victory in 
the coming general election, but the Tories 
have more than held their own in tiie spe­ 
cial pollings, and have increased their ma­ 
jorities in such hotly-contested boroughs a3 
Wakefield and Woodstock. 
The Liberal 
election agents in many provinces sent in 
discouraging reports about the outlook. 
They say the agricultural voter is falling 
away front tlie Liberal interest, and that 
the laborers appear indifferent about taking 
advantage of the enlarged franchise. These 
agents further declare that in most of the 
rural regions of England both agricultural 
laborers and workingmen this year are 
especially under the influence or con­ 
trol of local sqttiies, parsons, farmers and 
authorities. This is accounted for by the 
fact that the times have, for a long period 
past, been unusually hard, and that these 
classes of voters are under more than ordi­ 
nary obligations to their employers and 
patrons. 
The squires, parsons, farmers anu local 
officials are nearly all Conservatives, and 
with bright party prospects before them are 
exerting all their influence to retain control 
of political affairs. The Tory managers 
are locating polling places in remote dis­ 
tricts controlled by tlie Liberals in such a 
way as to make it difficult for Üie voters to 
reach the polls. They have als'o issued cir­ 
culars among farm laborers, declaring that 
the character of their ballots will inevitably 
be known by their employers. The Irish 
leaders have arranged to throw the Irish 
vote throughout England in such a way as 
to Help the Tory candidates in all close 
districts. The Liberal managers, therefore, 
throughout the country are frightened.

N e w Y o r k , July 4th.—A S u n cablegram 
from London of the 4tb. says : It is said 
that the Queen will confer the Grand Cross 
of the Order of the Bath upon General Kir 
I’eter Lnmsden, and that this act of favor 
is upon her own initiative. It will inevita­ 
bly be interpreted as a studied insult to 
Mr. Gladstone. Queen Victoria came to 
London on Friday afternoon to visit the 
Duchess of Cambridge, whose age and in­ 
firmities make it impossible for her t wait 
upon tlie Queen at Windsor. The Home 
Office adopted tlie usual precaution of or­ 
dering all the police reserves on duty, and 
as there was a State concert at Buckingham 
Palace at night, some of the reserves had 
to remain on duty all night and then go on 
post in tlie morning for another twenty- 
four hours.
